Before the hour of court, the lobbies and 
courtyards were filled with groups of peo- 
ple, and when the doors were thrown open 
every available seat was quickly taken, and 
the windows and aisles crowded to every 
inch. Fully 700 people came to town to wit- 
ness the trial, and although it is a busy 
time with the farmers, there has never been 
assembled in the courthouse a more intelli- 
gent and thoroughly representative gather- 
ing than the throng which eagerly grasped 
every word, and watched every movement 
of the prisoner, and the minutest details of 
the court proceedings. Judge Janes rapped 
for order promptly at 10 o’clock, and the 
seventy-two jurors present showed that 


ed the county yesterday @e@rnoon in sum- 
moning this special venire. The prisoner's 
dock was cleared by the judge and the 
eager crowd craned its neck to catch its 
first glimpse of Grant Bell, charged with 
assaulting a feeble old lady seventy-three 
years of age, helpless and alone, at mid- 
night in the quiet of her own home. 
Description of Grant Bell. 

Grant Bell, the prisoner, was born thirty- 
two years ago at Cave Spring, and was 
Teared there and in Cedartown. He Is 
nearly six feet tall, weighs 149 pounds, Is 
married and the father of five children. 
He is rather light chocolate color, and has 
a ‘habit of smiling when talking, showing 
& faultless set of white teeth. He has 
Teady served a term in the chaingang 
from this county on the charge of larceny, 
and a number of petty offenses are laid at 
the door of his criminal record. He lives 
just outside the city limits of Cedartown, 
and within 1 yards of the home he is 
charged with ruthlessly despoiling. 

The negro was surrounded by a strong 
and determined guard, which Judge Janes 
had carefully selected from different sec- 
tions of the county, as a thorough protec- 
tion to the prisoner. The guard was com- 
Posed of the most reliable and bravest men 
@f the county, and they were chosen be- 
cause of their well-known courage and rel!- 
ability. When Sheriff Crocker landed the 
Prisoner in the dock and slipped the metal 
bracelets from his wrist, a buzz of excite- 
ment swept over the courtroom, which 
Promptly subsided at the rap of the 
judge's gavel. Bell was trembling in every 
Muscle and his large chalky eyes rolled 
in abject fear of the crowd. He was nerv- 
Ous and jerky, and showed the strain and 
dread which his arene physical system 
had undergone. 

Judge Janes addressed a few words to 
the crowd. He called their attention to the 
crime, and the extraordinary occasion 
Which brought together the jurors and the 
People of the county at this particular oc- 
Casion. He congratulated the citizens of 
Polk on the triumph of law and order so 
far and sald that it was a compliment to 
Our people that they had restrained their 
Passions and let justice take its usual 
Course. He announced a telegram from 
Governor Allen D. Candler congratulating 
the court ana expressed a desire that the 
People of Polk county know of the gov- 
*fnor’s appreciation of our very unusual 
and excellent conduct under such provoca-

Attorneys for the Prisoner Named. 

Judge Janes announced that he had se- 
lected a guard with the special view of giv- 
ing the prisoner the fullest possible pro- 
tection, and told the citizens that this negro 
should have a fair trial, giving him even 
justice, whatever that might prove to Le. 
J. H. Anderson, a young attorney of Ce- 
dartown, had been employed by the defend- 
ant as his counsel, but Judge Janes also 
appointed Colonel W. K. Fielder and Hon. 
J. H. Sanders to assist the counsel already 
the defendant. Colonel San- 
ders is mayor of Cedartown and both he 
and Colonel Fielder are among the most 
prominent attorneys at the Cedartown bar.

These gentlemen are aiding in conducting 
the trial on the part of the defense, not 
from choice, but by appointment from the 
court. 

The judge counseled good order on the 
part of the crowd and asked the co-opera- 
tion of all good citizens in the court’s effort 
to give this defendant a fair but speedy 
trial, as the gravity of the offense demand- 
ed. The judge announced that after the 
jury had been selected and the evidence 
was ready to be produced, the courtroom 
would be cleared of all parties except those 
entitled:to remain under the rule. He 
Stated that he might have done so on his 
Own accord, but acted in accordance with 
the expressed wish of the family relatives 
in excluding the eager and curious crowd 
gaping for every detail of the harrowing 
story. 

Tre call of the roll proceeded profmptly, 
and the jury was completed exactly at 11:35 
o'clock. The jury !s a strong «pe, repre- 
senting the farmer, the traveling man, the 
merchant, the minister and the miner, and 
is thoroughly ty;@@.l of Polk county's citi- 
zenship.

Splendid Monument Unvelled in Stene- 
wall Cemetery at Winchester. 


10,000 PEOPLE AT DEDICATION 


Coicnel Mackey, of Washington, Deliv- 
ers the Address of the Occasion. 


THE CORD PULLED BY MISS TRENHOLM 


Memorial to South Carolina Deai Is 
a Stately Shaft with Fitting 
Inscriptions. 


Richmond, Va., June 6.—(Special.)— The 
memorial monument to the South Carolina 
confederate dead burled In the Stonewall 
cemetery at Winchester, Va., was unveiled 
today in the presence of 10,000 people. 

‘The cord was pulled by Miss Marguerite 
Trenholm, of South Carolina. The memo- 
rial is a stately shaft, suitably inscribed. 

Prior to the unveiling an address was 
delivered by Franklin Mackey, 
commander of the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association of Washington. The exercises 
at the cemetery were opened with prayer 
by Rev. S. K. Cox, of Winchester. 

Colonel John J. Williams made the ad- 
dress of welcome and introduced atptain 
John Capers, of Columbia, S. C., who made 
a speech on the “Son of Veterans.’’ This 
is the second battle monument unvetlled tn 
Winchester within a year. The previous 
one was to the men of the One Hundred 
and Fourteenth New York volunteers. The 
ex-union soldiers at that time were heartily 
welcomed by tho residents of the town. 
The procession to the cemetery’ was com- 
posed of local and visiting camps of Sons 
of Veterans, benevolent organizations, the 
fire department, school] children and th 
Daughters of the Confederacy. The pray- 
er was made by Rev. Dr. Cox.

followed all day, but the force was 220 
smaller than when it started. The men 


were almost thirty-six hours without ra- 
tions and it was considerable of an achiev- 
ment for them to cover the ground they did. 

En route to Morong the Americans met 
flocks of Fillpinos and flags of truce, many 
of them voung men with the bearing of sol- 
diers. Many discarded uniforms were found 
in the houses, apparently those of soldiers 
who had escaped by changing their cos- 
tumes from “‘insurrecto” to “amigo” and 
walking boldly past the army which had 
expected to corra] them. Few were found 
about Mprong. 

One member of the Washington regiment 
was killed and two were wounded in the 
encounter with the outposts, 

General Lawton, on board a gunboat 
searching the coast for Major Truman, 
stopped at Binangonan, opposite Morong. 
The natives immediately ran up a flag of 
truce, but a delegation in canoes put off 
and greeted the Americans with the usual 
protestations of friendship.

The oniy two cool spots 
on the weather map tonight were Helena, 
Mont., where it was 5S degrees, and East 
Port, Me., where it was 46 degrees.

FLAGMAN DIES TO SAVE LIFE. 


Heroic Coniuct of Martin O’Malley at 
Chicago. 

Chicago, June 6—In his efforts to save 
nine-year-old Mabel Smith from _ being 
crushed under the wheels of a passenger 
train today, Martin O'Malley, a flagman, 
sacrificed his own life. O'Malley was six- 
ty years old, and for fifteen years had been 
a flagman at the place where he met a 
heroic death today.

Greenville, S. C., June 6.—(Special.)—An- 
other case of mistaken identity set the town 
on fire again this afternoon.

Like a thousand 
similar reports, however, this proved false, 
and the hopes that had been raised were 
dashed to the ground again.

This was 
followed by the excluding from the court- 
room of Police Captain Price's counsel, H. 
C. Henderson, who created a sensation at 
the previous sitting of the committee last 
week. He was given to understand that 
‘f he wished to attend the hearing it should 
be merely as a spectator. Later he was 
arrested. 

The committee then, in an attempt to 
show corrupt practices by Police Captain 
Price in the Tenderloin district, brought 
out from John C. Ellis, former proprietor 
of a Sixth avenue resort, a story of “‘pro- 
tection” that did not protect. His state- 
ment involved ex-Alderman A. B. Waite. 
Ellis stated that ‘Waite had collected $200 
for police protection for the resort he was 
running in Sixth avenue. Ellis said he 
offered Waite a check for $50 to make the 
agreed monthly intallment of $250, but that 
Waite refused the check. Ellis sai@ that 
he took ‘the cash to Waite’s house that 
night and paid it to him there. The pay- 
ment, he said, did not secure the “‘protec- 
tion” promised, and the police harassed him 
as much as ever. Another proposition made 
him, he testified, was to give up half of the 
receipts of the resort of which Ellis was 
then proprietor. Witness said he was 
forced out of business. 

Other testimony related to the payment 
of political assessments by candidates for 
judge and to the sale of liquors on Sunday 
and alleged violations of the building laws 
by a fourth-rate theater. 

H. C. Henderson, Price's counsel, was 
arrested later on the charge of disorderly 
conduct. The charge was preferred by 
Counsel Clark and Sergeant-at-Arms Craw- 
ford, and was the result of the wrangle at 
the session last week. Mr. . Henderson 
gave bail in $300. The committee will re- 
sume its hearings tomorrow. :

Aged Cuban Chie ssues His Proc- 
lamation a Month in Ad- 
vanc3 to His People, 


DEPLORES OUR OCCUPATION 


Cubans Are Called on To Recognize No 
Stranger in Cuba in the Pres- 
ence of Americans 


THINKS RULEOBNOXIOUS TO AMERICANS 


Gereral Gomez Will Leave in a Few 
Weeks for His Home, but He Wiil 
Return Again To Guide 
the Destiny of the 
Island. 


Havana, June 6.—Genera!l Maximo Gomez, 
the former commander-in-chief of the Cu- 
ban army, will issue the garewell mani- 
festo today. In substance it will say: 

“The mission I have been intrusted with 
{s nearly concluded. I have attempted to 
find a solution of the questions concerning 
the army which I commanded during the 
bloodiest war known in America. I am now 
leaving, regretfully, to attend to necessary 
private business. 

“A parting word to the people for whom 
I have sacrificed thirty years of my life, 


to my friends in the army just disbanded, 


which action should have been taken in- 
Stantly after the removal of the bloody 
weight of Spain’s“merciless regime. We 
armed ourselves, and, therefore, now we 
no. longer want soldiers, but men for the 
maintenance of peace and order, which 
are the basis of Cuba's future welfare. 

“It is necessary to understand that the 
nation in this epoch, most difficult and 
unequaled in history, should avail itself 
of @he opportunity to show it possesses 
virtues, in spite of the vices caused bv 
colonial government and the harshness of 
warlike life. We wanted and depended 
upon foreign intervention to terminate the 
war. This occurred at the terrible moment 
of our contest and resulted in Spain's de- 
feat. But none of us thought this extraor- 
dinary event would be followed by a mili- 
tary occupation of the country by our 
allies, who treat us as a people incapable 
of acting for ourseives, and who have re- 
duced us to obedience, to submission and 
to a tutelage imposed by force of cir- 
cumstances. . 


He Advises Concord. 

“This cannot be our ultimate fate afier 
the years of struggle, and we should aid 
every pacific method in finfshing the work 
of organizing which the Americans accept- 
ed in the protocol and which is as disi- 
greeable for them as for ourselves. This 
aid will prove useless without concord 
among all the islanders. Therefore, it is 
necessary to forget past disagreements, to 
completely unite all elements and to or- 
EBanize a political party which is needed in 
Any country. 

“kt is always said that countries have 
the government which they merit, and 
Cuba will have that which her heroism en- 
titles her to. Today she can only have 
one party in Cuba with one object, that of 
obtaining the aspiration of years. 

“We must devote ourselves to pacific la- 
bors; gain the respect of the world and 
show that, though our war was honorabl~s,. 
Our peace must be more so. 

“We must make useless by our behavior 
the presence of a strange power in the 
islang and must assist the Americans to 
complete the honorable mission they have 
been compelled to assume by force of cir- 
cumstances. 

‘This work was not sought by those rich 
I think 
doubts and suspicions are unjust. 

“We must form immediately a committee 
or a club to be a nucteus of government. 
This will serve Cuban interests purely and 
act as an aid to the intervenors. 

“I, as one of the first Cubans, although 
Ore of our last old soldiers and not far 
from the grave, without passions or ambi- 
tions, call on you wiih the sincerity of a 
father and urge a cessation of the super- 
Qvous discussions and the creation of par- 
ties of all kinds, which disturb the country 
and tend to cause anarcny. 

“In this country there should not be one 
man whom we consider a stranger. Todav 
we no longer have uutonomists or con- 
Servatives, but only Cubans. 

“My mission having .uded, I will absent 
myself temporarily td emb:ace my family, 
but I wiil return shortly to Cuba, which J 
love as much as my own land. 

“My last words for my soldiers are that, 
os always, where my tent is the Cubans 
have a friend.” 

It Is Talked About. 

The farewell manifesto of General Gomvz 
is the principal topic of conversation amon 
Americans and Cubans of ali shades of 
politics. The Americans, for the most part, 
consider it an affectionate address, ex- 
pressing the real views of the old patriot, 
and also his sincere jntention to retire from 
public life. His Cuban admirers say the 
address will rank among the most famous 
In history. 

His opponents, especially the members of 
the former military assembly, insist that 
he has no intention to retire for more than 
a few weeks, and that his real object is to 
Fain public sympathy. They say also that 
Colonel Carlos Cespedes virtually writes 
the greater part of what Gomez issues to 
ne public, though iu this instance proba- 
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bly a thirg was writf@n by Gomez him- 
self, 

General Gomez spent the morning at his 

residence attending to business and he ce- 
clined to see visitors this afternoon, giving 
As an excuse the weakness that followed 
his recent indisposition. Toward evening 
he was seen driving, accompanted by an 
alde. It is not thought probable that he 
will leave Jlavana before the. first of 
July. 
. After visiting San Domingo, he expects 
to returm to Cuba in order to remove the 
body of his son, Francisco Gomez, who" 
Was Killed with General Antonio Maceo. 
He desires to reinter the remains in his 
native land. 

Many residents of Havana who are neith- 
er friendly nor unfriendly to Gomez be- 
lieve that if he lives he will soon wish to 
resume his connection with the island, and 
they also believe that Cuban sentiment 
in the main would favor his being largely 
interested in the future Cuban republic, 
even if not as its president.

I have taken the 
oath of office and assume formal control 
of the executive department today. I have 
thought it proper to address a word to the 
people of the state. ; 

“! realize fully the responsibility of the 
position. 1 shall endeavor to be faithful 
and conscientious in the discharge of the 
duties which shall be mine. 

“In the wisdom which devised our sys- 
tem of government three distinct depart- 
ments were made—the legislative, the exec- 
utive, the juydicial—to make the Jaws, to 
execute the laws, to interpret the laws. 
Under our own constitution they are to ‘be 
forever separate and distinct from each 
other,’ and no person exercising the duties 
of the one shall assume to discharge the 
duties of the other. It is a wise provision. 
My duty mainly is to see that the laws as 
placed on the. statute books by the legisla- 
tive department are enforced.

HIM INTO TROUBLE 


Jndorser of the Draft Mad Him Put 
Under Arrest. 


AMOUNT SECURED WAS $100 


Major Livingston Mims Was the In- 
dorser of the Draft. 


NO FUNDS IN BANK TO MEET THE DRAFT 


Priscner Says He Is the Victim of a 
Mistake—Once a Railroad Man, 
Now a Soldier. 


Yesterday morning at 11 o’clock Samuel 
R. Hardy cashed a draft in the Fourth 
National bonk, of Atlanta, on the Fourth 
National bank of Nashville, for $100. 

In the afternoon at 3 o'clock Hardy was 
in a cell at the police barracks, having been 
arrested by Captain Slaughter and Sergeant 
Bedford upon the request of Major Living- 
ston Mims. 

Major Mims stated to the officers that he 
had indorsed the one-hundred-dollar draft 
drawn by Hardy upon the Nashville bank, 
and that the Nashville bank had wired to 
Atlanta that Hardy had no funds to meet 
the draft. . 

Hardy was at one time, so he claims, the 
traveling auditor of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis Railway Company. He 
now wears a fine new cavalry uniform, and 
Says he is a sergeant in the First Texas 
cavalry and an officer of troop A. 

He wears the finest clothes, and has the 
appearance of a man well to doin the 
world. 

To a reporter of The Constitution the 
Prisoner said yesterday: 

“I have been wrongfully imprisoned. It 
is true that I got Major Mims to indorse 
my draft for $100, and I drew that draft in 
€00d faith. My brother wrote me that he 
would place $100 to my credit in the Fourth 
National bank of Nashville, and relying 
Upon that promise I requested Major Mims 
to indorse the draft. I got the draft at the 
Fourth National Bank in this city 

Hardy was fretting at his imprisonment. 

e had the turnkey to telephone a prom- 
nent attorney to represent him, but the 
lawyer replied that he could not do so under 
the circumstances. 

“Why, that greatly surprises me,” ex- 
Claimed the prisoner when he was inform- 
ed of the lawyer's answer. “It seems that [

Asa everybody knows, nature has four 
children, known to the world as seasons. 
Their names are winter, spring, summer 
and autumn.Between these children of the 
creation there has always been a struggle 
for the mastery, but nature has wisely 
provided that neither shall dominate, but 
that each of them shall rule the elements 
for a certain periog in each year. Winter 
and summer ate much stronger than spring 
and autumn, and the weather records show 
that these two princes of the elements are 
gradually encroaching upon the heritages 
of their two feevler sisters. 

Winter is of a cold, hard temperament, 
with a dispositio.s tuward depotism and 
cruelty. Spring !s a sentimentalist with a 
love for the beautiful and a desire to make 
the worid happy. Summer has a hot, sul- 
leh temper and autuinn is an artist of a 
musical nature. Winter has always been 
jealous of the bewitching beauty of spring, 
and summer hates his fair sister because 
he has to wear the old clothes which she 
always wears for the three months pre- 
ceding his debut. Both of these stronger 
seasons were jealous of spring because the 
people loveq her better than all of the 
others. 

A few months ago the two seasons ¢ée- 
cidad that there was too much sentiment, 
too much poetry and too much of the ten- 
derly beautiful in the world. They deter- 
mined to destroy the sweetness of spring- 
time. So winter and summer combined to- 
gether and planned to usurp the place of 
spring. They knew their strength and 
knew also that autumn could not interfere, 
for that gentle child was too far away 
to lend aid to its beautiful sister. The 
plan was well formulated and well execut- 
ed. Winter was to rule more fiercely than 
ever before and to hold authority over the 


‘elements until the middle of springtime, 


when he was to release the authority to 
summer, who was to begin a rule just as 
fiercely cruel, though on the other ex- 
treme. 

“Death to love and sentiment of spring”’ 
was their motto. No more sickly senti- 
mentality, no more romance, no more pic- 
nics, no more spring chicken for them —all 
of this was to go. 

The almanacs had announced that the 
year 1899 would be divided into four equal 
parts, just as has been the usual custom 
of arranging the seasons. Spring was 
billed to appear on March 2list and every 
One looked forward with delightful antici- 
pation to the coming of the favorite. Sev- 
eral days before the calendars announced 
that it was springtime the poets .were at 
work by big coal fires writing poems of 
the approaching spring, which did not 
approach. Those poems were all the songs 
of the birds and scent of the flowers that 
we got of spring. 

The world went around with winter 
Clothes long after the thin undarwear srea- 
s0n should thhave begun. People began to 
think that the winter was a permanent 
Institution. Farmers feared lest the 
that had killed their fruit would not 
allow them to raise vhe necessaries of Hfe. 
But nature, who had been: looking on 
at the struggls.'between her children. 
came alarmed for the people of the earth 
and would not allow the two strong sea- 
fons to deprive them of the necessary life 
and warmth. She quickly shifted the 
scenes and winter was made to give place 
to summer. 

Now, this sudden transition from two ex- 
tremes, this swift transformation of hard 
cold winter into hot, sweltering summer, is 
what made the public dissatisfied with the 
administration of the elements. The rapid 
change robbed the transformation scene of 
its beauty. The chief delight of spring has 
always been the soft, slow stealing in of the 
season, the gradual unfolding of its wealth 
of warmth, life and color. So when nature 
suddenly swept an over-aged winter aside 
and saddled a sizzling summer upon the 
world, the metamorphosis was too startling 
for comfort and too rude to be relished, 
especially by those who wish that spring 
were always here with its trees and flowers. 

It is true the trees are now green and 
beautiful, but it is almost literally true that 
we woke up one morning and found them 
as they are. They were clothed so fast that 
we didn't have the joy of Watching the 
swelling buds and the expanding leaves. Up 
to a month ago the trees were bare. It 
looked as if winter would last for always. 
But one day a warm wave of air rushed in 
from the scuth, and with it came summer. 
That night the buds on the trees swelled, 
next day they burst and in a short week 
the branches were garbed in a full dress 
suit of green. There was no time for senti- 
ment, poetry or romance. The clothing 
of the land in verdure Was not the work of 
spring, the sentimentalist, but was that of 
summer, the lurid realist. 

The conspiracy of the seasons had suc- 
ceeded. There was no spring. Summer had 
begun a premature rule, and all the people

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were sorrowful because the sweetness had 
been taken out of springtime. 

The heat has knocked out the picnics this 
year. The few people who go out into the 
woods and fields to listen to the songs of 
the birds and feast their eyes on the flowers 
come back disgusted and disappointed. They 
find the birds all sitting in the hot sun 
trying to thaw out their throats, and croak- 
ing in a catarrhal tone of voice. None of 
them have recovered from the bad colds 
they caught during the hard winter, and all 
attempts at singing are utterly defeated by 
consumptive coughs. Then again, very few 
of the birds are in a songful mood, for St. 
Valentine’s day was so cold that few of 
them got married, and old maids and bach- 
elors in aviary society are in mafiy respects 
grum and morose like their human proto- 
types. 

The flowers were so badly frightened by 
the frosts that winter gave to the world in 
early springtime, that they are afraid to 
venture out, despite the warm invitation of 
the sun. A few have been lured out by the 
warmth, but these are looking wilted and 
unhappy as they scorch In the hot sun. 

Spring has always been the season when 
hearts of youth lightly turn to thoughts of 
love. But this year it was first too cold to 
get into a sentimental mood, and next it 
was too hot for romance. All the sweet 
beginning of the springtime love affair has 
been missed. Pink dresses and pretty girls 
abound now, but it is too late to begin, for 
all the budding sentiment of a young love 
would soon be sweated out there days. One 
has a vague feeling of having missed the 
best, and those tender hearted youths who 
would like to plunge into a summer passion 
feel the same sensations eas the man who 
misses the first act at the theater. These 
are only a few of the disastrous effects of 
the combination of winter and summer. The 
alliance has been far reaching in its un- 
happy effects. It would take too long to 
enumerate the woeful evils of a springless 
year, without peaches, snap beans, 
and with delayed watermelons. 

This is the first time in weather history 
that a season has been deliberately skipped, 
and it can't be sald that nature acted de- 
liberately in depriving mankind of the 
giorious picnic season and giving him in- 
stead a burning summer. Nature herself 
ig only guilty of the overt act of per- 
mitting a combination of the strong against 
the weak, but she is getting the 
nevertheless. It is doubtful if she will 
allow another such union of strength, for 
there is no conspiracy so to be dreaded as 
the coalition of the seasons,

Then the holding 
up of the ordinance from the mayor on 
the action of Dr. ‘turner must have been 
illegal also. How, then, can the mayor 
sign the ordinance when his failure to 
sign it in the time allowed him by law 
had already killed it?’ 

The nice point of parliamentary law in- 
volved in this question is being discussed 
with great interest in city hall circles, and) 
although it is probable the matter will not 
be brought up again, there is great uneas!i- 
ness felt even by some of the supporters 
of the measure concerning its validity. 

Have the tobacco dealers won their 
fight after all?

Colonel Maddox enjoyed since his youth 
up the robust health that follows a life 
of vigorous exercise, and up to a year 
ago he had been little acquainted with any 
form of sickness. 

At that time his constitution began to 
give away, but his physicians until re- 
cently believed that the patient would be 
spared for several years more of useful- 
ness to the city to which he gave his best 
efforts. 

The first symptom of his dangerous’ con- 
dition was noted six weeks ago, when he 
was stricken with apoplexy. He rallied 
quickly, however, from the first attack and 
spent the majority of his time at Lithia

Springs, where it was hoped the medicinal 
waters would restore him completely to 
health. Ghortly after the attack of apo- 
plexy Colonel Maddox was stricken with 
paralysis, whitch at first affected his speech. 
The last stroke came last Friday morning 
while the sufferer was at Lithia Springs. 
Paralysis of the left side set in ang his 
physicians were hurriedly summoned to his 
bedside. Sunday morning a sinking spell 
was noticed and it was the opinion of his 
physicians that he could not live during 
the day. Toward evening the sufferer ral- 
lied and it was determined to bring him 
that night to Atlanta. No ill effects were 
noticeable from the trip to Atlanta, but 
after reaching his home his condition con- 
tinued worse and finally it was seen that 
the end was but a matter of hours. 

Colonel Maddox leaves two children—Mrs. 
Eulah Maddox Jackson, the wife of H. 8. 
Jackson, and Robert F. Maddox, Jr., who 
is assistant cashier of the Maddox-Rucker 
Banking Company. In the death of Colo- 
nel Maddox the city of Atlanta loses a 
pioneer citizen whose success in business 
has followed the guccess of the city he 
loved and whose prosperity and welfare 
was one of his cherished hopes ‘to the 
end. 

Sketch of His Life. 

: Few men have obdtainegd a wider distinc- 
tion since coming to Atlanta or have reap- 
ed more bounteously from that harvest of 
effort which they have planted upon her 
red old hills than Colonel R. F. Maddox. 
Colonel Maddox spent more than half his 
life and earned the entire Hulk of his for- 
tune here in Atianta. He was a citizen 
of that old metropolis that was fired by 


the torch of General Sherman and that fell 


in 1864 as a funeralesacrifice to the old 
confederacy. When the war was over he 
returned ‘to Atlanta, and plunging into 
the (brick and ashes that covered her 
Streets, he applieqd himself to his work en- 
ergetically. 

Since then he has been 
active citizen of Atlanta, contributing to 
every movement that has had for its ob- 
ject the good and tthe growth of the city, 
and sharing abundantly in that recom- 
pense with which she has rewarded her 
enterprising and public spirited citizens. 

Colonel Maddox was born in Putnam 
county. He was descended from a long 
and distinguished line of ancestors who 
worshiped in the faith of the Methodist 
religion. His paternal grandfather, Notley 
Maddox, was a captain of artillery in the 
war of the revolution and distinguished 
himself by his gallant behavior as well as 
in the number of battles where he imper- 
lled his life for his country. His father, 
Edward Maddox, was a man of fine sense 
and of consecrated piety and as such was 
not only a pillar in the Methodist church, 
but a leader among the ‘“‘Laboring Swains”’ 
of the county. 

When yet a young boy his father emi- 
grated from Putnam county and estab- 
lisheq his family in Troup. From a log 
schoolhouse that was perched up in the 
woods a few miles from his home Colonel 
Maddox derived his education. 

Elected to Office. 

When he was not engaged in the prosecu- 
tion of his studies his father put him to 
work, for though he had plenty of slaves, 
he believed in a gospel of hard work. He 
thus developed into a powerful man, and 
when only eighteen years old, he had the 
strength of any young man in the commu- 
nity and, in fact, he was regarded ag the 
strongest man in the county, irrespective of 
age. His father gave him a patch of ground 
at the age of fourteen which he carefully 
tilled and from the proceeds of which his 
pockets were generally filled. In this way 
he acquired the habit of industry that pros- 
pered him through life in his financial ca- 
reer. 

When Colonel Maddox reached the age of 
maturity his popularity in the county and 
his reputation for staid habits were such 
that he was honored by his fellow citizens 
with the office of sheriff. He moved to 


a constant and 


: LaGrange and entered upon the discharge 


of his duties. After his term expired he 
entered into the mercantile business and 
Was subsequently elected county treasurer, 
He served in the city council with Benjamin 
H. Hill. Judge Bigham, Major Morgan and 
others. He moved tto Atlanta in 1858, just 
three years before the war, and opened a 
store on Alabama street. He did not have 
a friend in the city nor a relative within a 
hundred miles. But his cordiality soon won 
him a number of friends, and their estimate 
of the young merchant increased as famil- 
larity unfolded the true nobility of his char- 
acter. He was married in 1860 to Miss Nan- 
nie J. Reynolds, the daughter of Judge 
Permetus Reynolds, one of the leading 
financiers and best-known citizens of the 
state, 
As a Solcier. 

When the war broke out he was just be- 
ginning to realize the benefit of hig move to 
Atlanta, but forgetting everythipg 
except peril that threatened his 
country, he dropped the _ role of 
merchan and began the experience 
of the soldier. He organized a company

NEW SMELIER

It Is in Course of Construction 
at Denver, Colorado,

on Gold Ore—The Smelter Will 
Be Conveniently Located 
Near the Chattahoo- 
chee River. 


The Southern Smelting Company has 


placed an order for the smelter which is 
to be erected near Atlanta and the work of 
construction is now under way in Denver. 
Mr. J. Edgar Blacke, vice president and 
treasurer of the company has written Pro- 
fessor N. P. Pratt, of Atlanta, that the 
smelter machinery is being manufactured 
and in a short time it will be ready for 


shipment here. 
Mr. Black writes that he will be in At- 


he will be glad to hear from the owners of 
gold mining properties in regard to ar- 
ranging for handling their ore. This smelter 
will have a capacity of 75 tons or more per 
day, and one mine, the Cherokee, in Cher- 
okee county, has contracted to deliver for- 


ty tons per day. 

Considerable development work is being 
done in the mining section, and no doubt Is 
felt but that abundant ore will be shipped 
to keep the smelter busy. The railroads 
have made low rates for the shipment of 
ore to Atlanta and miners in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and North Carolina gold flelds feel 
greatly encouraged by the prospect of be- 
ing able to ship their ore and get prompt 
returns on it. 

In the west it does not pay to mine gold 
ore that runs less than $10 a ton, because 
the Jabor, freight and smelting charges 
are so high. Here $10 ore will pay hand- 
somely. It is probable, however, the great- 
est profit in this field will be obtained by 
those miners who run their ore through a 
stamp mill and ore concentrators and then 
ship the concentrates to the smelter. It 
will not cost as much to mill a ton of ore 
as it will cost to ship it by ratiroad and if 
the mine is several miles from a railroad 
there will be a large saving in hauling. A 
mine producing twenty tons of crude ore 
a day would be at a heavy expense to 
hau] that ore five or ten miles to a rail- 
road. But if the ore was concentrated ten 
tons into one, there would be only two tons 
to haul to the railroad instead of twenty 
tons and there would be only two tons to 
pay freight on instead of twenty. Some- 
thing is lost in concentrating, of course, and 
the smelter’s charge would be more for 
concentrates than for crude ore. 

The Dahlonega mines are too far from 

the railroad “for shipping ore to Atlanta. 
The Ohio company, which bought the Wahl 
mines around Dahlonega, will erect a chlo- 
rination plant. An order has been given for 
12% stamps and the mili and chlorination 
plant will be constructed so that 125 more 
stamps can be added. 
An Cherokée county the purchasers of 
the Coggins property are preparing to erect 
a cyanide plant. The cyanide process, how- 
ever, has never been a success in Georgia. 
It was tried at the old Franklin and fail- 
ed and was tried at the Currahee in Hall 
county and that mine was shut down.. At 
the Frankiin, chlorination was substituted 
for cyanide and the mine is the best one 
in the state.

IN FRIDAY'S FIGHT 


Little Money Being Bet on the Big 
Coney Island Mill, 


FEW TAKERS OF FITZ MONEY 


Fear Is Expressed That Contest Will 
Be a Fake. 


WHAT ATLANTIANS HAVE TO SAY 


Majority Think That’ Fitz Will Win 
if the Fight Is a Fair 
One. 


Local interest in the big mill which will 
take place at the Coney Island Athletlo 
Club Friday night between Fitzsimmons 
and Jeffries, has until the past few days 
been decidedly lacking. But now that the 
day of the match js near at hand specula- 
tion over the result is beginning to be an 
absorbing topic of conversation among the 
sporting fraternity and those who take an 
interest in pugilistic matters. 

This interest, however, does not compare 
to that awakened in the contests of a few 
years ago, and little money whl change 
hands on the result. 

The concensus of opinion in Atlanta is 
that Fitz will have a picnic with the husky 
young boiler maker, and the general esti- 


take to put him to sleep is from eight to 
twelve. The opinion, however, is based on 
the assumption that the fight is on the 
Square; that it is decided on its merits and 
that Fitz is not counted out on a techni- 
cality. 

For more than one reason several of the 
better informed of the lovai sporting fra- 
ternity seem to think that this is by no 
means certain to be the case, and seem to 
be convinced that there’s a nigger in the 
wood pie that accounts for Bob’s sudden 
change of base. Not long ago he declared 
emphatically that he would not fight Jef- 
fries under any circumstances and that for 
no consideration would he take part in a 
contest pulled off at the Coney Island 
Athletic Club. Without any apparent cause 
for changing his views, he suddenly decides 
to fight Jeffries, and the fight wiil take 
place in the very club that he had hitherto 
claimed was nut on the square. 

These facts have set the sports all over 
the country guessing. Then, too, they ¢laim 
that the preliminary training of the two 
fighters has plainly displayed certain ele- 
ments of fakishness. 

Several Atlantians were asked their opin- 
fon of the fight. 

Talk with Lynch. 

Jim Lynch, who probably knows more 
about pugilistic matters than any one man 
in the city, is an ardent admirer of Fitz- 
simmons, but even he belicves that the con- 
test has a bad look. 

“If-the fight is on the square, there’s no 
doubt in my thind that Fitzsimmons will 
win,” said he. ‘‘Under those circumstances 
he ought to put Jeffries to ‘sleep in from 
eight to ten rounds. Fitz, I'm inclined to 
think, hasn’t gone backward a particle, and 
is Just as good today as he-was three yeara 
ago. Jeffries isn’t in the same class. He 
has never defeated a first-rate man, and I 
don't think he can land often enough to 
hurt Bob much. 

‘But I don’t like the looks of the fight, 
and woulun’t bet a cent either way. As 
things now lock, I shouldn't be at all sur- 
prised to hear of Jeffries getting the decis- 
ion. But if he does the contest will be a 
fake. 

“The Constantines, who are now behind 
Fitzsimmons, are millionaires, and practi- 
cally control things in the pugilistic world. 
They may be getting a big pile of the Jef- 
fies end of it at the present odds on the 
dead quiet. hen, when the returns come 
in from various points on the night of the 
fight, they’ll arrange to have it thrown, For 
many reasons a new champion would be a 
govud investment right now,” 

Billi Cannon thinks Fitz will be an easy 
winner. 

“Jeffries is not in the game class. Fitz 
will put him out in at least twelve rounds, 
No, I'm not betting anything on the fight."’ 

What Marshall Says. 

Al Marshall is one of the few that thinks 
Jeffries has a chance to win on his merits. 

“It wouldn't surprise me to see Jeffries 
win, and if I was betting I wouldn’t mind 
taking the short end of it at the present 
Jeffries has met some pretty good 
ones, and hag never yet been knocked down. 
He'll go into the ring strong at 208 pounds, 
and if he’s at all shifty on his feet, he ought 
to Keep out of danger until he gets a chance 
to land. There’s no doubt about his having 
steam behind his blows, and one good 
square lick may settle the fight.” 

Will Roberts, a well-known young ama- 
teur boxer, is another Jeffries man. 

“I think he stands a good chance of win- 
ning. Fitz hasn't fought in some time, and 
and it may be that he’s grown stale. I've 
money on Jeffries.’’ - 

“Fitz will win if the fight is a square 
one,” said Frank Van Houten, “But I have 
some doubts about it being square. Prize 
fights these days are fought for the money 
that’s in them, and if a man seeg a chance 
of making more money by laying down, 
he’s pretty apt to do it. Rich men like 
George Constantine control the results of 
nearly every big fight, and know how it’s 
going to end beforehand.” 

“IT don't see how Fitz can possibly lose,” 
is Jack Wilson's opinion. “The fight won't 
last longer than eight rounds,”’
